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China Conference: 



Academics give overview 
of Chinese progress

Addressing himself to Chi- 
na's future during a symposium 
held this weekend, Professor 
Paul Lin said that "the future of 
China concerns us all, if China 
becomes a weak country and is 
not able to move along a line of 
continuing social change, then 
her strategy of self reliance 
would fall apart." 

Speaking as a guest of the 
McGiil Graduate Society of 
Montreal, Lin went on to des- 
cribe the Gang of Four as a 
\ "cabal of conspirators seeking 
|fr to seize power and carry out 
*»i!r proto-fasclst terror throughout 
China." Lin added that the 
Gang's politics were demagogic 
and dogmatic for the more 
dogmatic you are, the more 
revolutionary ybu sound. 

Also present at the confer- 
ence were Dr. Maurice .Mc- 
Gregor and Dr. Margaret Beck- 
lake who taught in China several 1 
years ago. McGregor stated that 



Norman Bethune had been 
"canonized" in Chlnë and that 
he personified "working for the 
people and self-help". 

Quipping that Chinese stu- 
dents were "not unlike our own 
students", McGregor described 
their students as having "a lot 
of army people and not more 
than 20 percent women". Mc- 
Gregor explained that the sel- 
ection process for- medical 
school in China was very differ- 
ent than that in the western 
world." The Med school sorts 
out where they will invite appli- 
cations from, then factory 'x' 
or commune 'y' will submit 
applications." He said that "The 
workers or peasants will pick 
out applicants primarily on the 
basis of political awaremess 
and secondly on their intellec- 
tual ability". Becklake added 
that "applicants must also be in 
good health and not be mar- 
ried." 

Saying that hospitals in 
China were simple and even 



rudimentary, McGregor added 
that "They are perfectly ade- 
quate." Describing a children's 
hospital, McGregor said, "It's 
like the Montreal Children's but 
with less chrome". 

McGregor added that re- 
search was now going on in 
China on acupuncture, des- 
cribing a group of neurophysi- 
ologists who were told to-"gel 
on with something relevant" 
during the Cultural Revolution". 
They went on to study acupunc- 
ture with relative success. 

Stating that industrial acci- 
dent was a major health hazard 
in China, Becklake added that 
China was "a society organized 
to look after people" and that 
they were no "uncared-for old 
people in China". McGregor 
concluded that China's suc- 
cesses in the medical field can 
be attributed to China's under- 
standing that "In a peasant 
society they have not tried to 
parachute an elitist medical 
infrastructure."

British students protest 
fee increases nationally

London — Occupation of the 
London School of Economics 
by students protesting fee price 
rises will be dealt with by force, 
a police spokesperson an- 
nounced here today. 

This news from Chief Inspec- 
tor Colin Maddock of the CID 
came as student- occupations 
spread across the country. 
President of the NUS, Charles 
Clarke, has. predicted thaf stu- 
dent anger at the Government's 
attack on student rights and 
living standards will result in 
naitonal action over the next 
fortnight, as government bodies 
meet to decide on their attitude 
• to the fees increase. - 

Postgraduates at the Royal 



College of Art, students at City, 
University, London, Bruenel 
University, Sheffield University^, 
Lincoln College of Technology, 
Northeast London Polytechnic, 
North Staffordshire Polytech- 
nic, Middlesex Polytechnic, and 
Thames Polytechnic have all 
joined the LSE protest in the 
first week, with similar occupa- 
tions of their administration 
buildings. 

Fifty-five thousand self fi- 
nanced overseas students and 
some 15,000 self financed 
British students will be particu- 
larly hit by the rises announced 
by Secretary of Education, 
Shirley Williams. 

In addition, growing unem- 
ployment and education cuts 



are decimating teacher training 
programmes, guaranteeing the 
continued militancy of Educa- 
tion students. 

The increases involved will 
lead to home undergraduate 
fees rising from 187 pounds to 
500 pounds, overseas under- 
graduates; 416 pounds to 650 
pounds, home postgrads; 187' 
pounds to 750 -pounds and 
overseas grads: from 416 
pounds to 850 pounds. . 

Meanwhile the 200 occupying 
students at LSE prepare barri- 
cades to stave off the promised 
-army of 250 police who are pre- 
pared to arrest every student by 
whatever means necessary, ac- 
cording-to their spokesperson.

Key speaker at a weekend 
symposium on "Life, Death and. 
Psychical Research", McLuhan, 
renowned . communications 
theorist, captivated a standing- 
room only audience Friday 
night. 

Central to McLuhan's argu- 
ment was his differentiation be- 
tween the functioning of the 
right and left brain hemis- 
pheres. Characterizing the left 
hemisphere as controlling logi- 
cal, rational and linear thought, 
McLuhan stated that western 
culture is dominated by the left, 
rational hemisphere. The right 
hemisphere of .the brain, he 
claimed, Is more dominant in 
eastern and third world cultures 
and philosophy and is typified 
by artistic, disconnected and 
intuitive behaviour patterns. 
The Chinese ideogram is a 
characteristic of a right hemis- 
phere-dominated society while 
the alphabet belongs to left- 
hemisphere societies. 

Prior to the appearance of the 
Roman alphabet, all societies 
were dominated by the more 
qualitative right brain hemis- 
phere. 

Referring to the findings of 
Harold Innis, a pioneer in the 
study of the effects of technol- 
ogy on human society, Mc- 



Luhan asserted that the imple- 
mentation of the alphabet and 
papyrus by Graeco-Roman cul- 
tures enabled them to send 
messages and thereby control 
their armies. McLuhan traced 
the origins of imperialism and 
military bureaucracy to the 
alphabet. The natural conse- 
quence of the Graeco-Roman 
societies was rationalism, ag- 
nosticism,- orderly linear 
thought and, thus, technology. 
Insisting that the dominance of 
either the right or left brain 
hemisphere is solely dependent 
on environmental influence, 
McLuhan explained the evolu- 
tion of today's highly techno- 
logical electronic Western soci- 
ety as opposed to. the highly 
developed eastern and third 
world cultures that find their 
roots in less sequential 
thought. 

He claimed that television 
viewing sensitizes the right 
hemisphere of the brain be- 
cause it has the same effect as 
addictive drugs, adding that the' 
TV generation was made up of 
predominantly right hemis- 
phere people. The younger 
generation does not readily fit 
into the society created by left 
hemisphere thought and behav- 
iour, nor do 'TV kids' adapt to

Deportation from UK: 



New homes needed 
for delving journalists

London — . Two investigative 
reporters face deportation in 
two weeks' time, and another 
two face prison sentences for 
alleged breaches of the Official 
Secrets Act. 

This is the'state of the press 
In Britain under a Labour 
government besieged by the 
economic and political de- 
mands of the international 
bankers. 

Agee and Hosenballs' de- 
portation ordered by Home 
Secretary Merlyn Rees was 
confirmed in Parliament a few 
days ago amidst a storm of 
protest from the National Union 
of Journalists, back bench 
Labour MPs, trade unionists 
and students.- 

The deportations follow a 
lengthy appeal hearing which « 
turned out to be a Kafkaesque 
farce in which the defendants 
were not even informed of the 
specific charges against them. 

"A threat to national security" 
was all Mr. Rees, the ex-Minls- 
ter responsible for Northern Ire- 
land would say in explanation. 

Mark Hosenball, American- 
born reporter for the Evening 
Standard and Time Out Maga- 
zine, had compiled an article on 
the Government electronic sur- 
veillance service out of material 
from such documents as back 
issues of the Sunday Times, 
and the Cheltenham Telephone 
Directory. He also touched on 
an obviously sensitive issue, 
the use by British Armed Forces 
in Ulster, of indiscriminate 
radio-wave detonating devices 
which may have resulted in the 
premature explosion of bombs 
previously attributed to IRA 
terrorist Irresponsibility. Two 
more reporters, Mssrs. Camp- 
bell and Aubrey of Time Out 
Magazine were arrested fol- 
lowing secret surveillance of 
themselves and their work, 
interviewing an ex-signal corps

soldier who had served in 
Belfast and Cyprus. 

They were charged with 
receiving classified information 
and interrogated for several 
days before'being given access 
to legal representation and • 
subsequent release on bail last 
Wednesday. The ex-soldier, 
John Berry, 33 years old, has 
not been granted bail. They face 
a maximum sentence of two 
years. 

The Government crack-down 
on investigative reporters 
comes at a time when foreign 
secret service activities are at an 

unprecedented level here. Not 
only is theCIA station hereat its 
highest strength ever, but re- 
cent reports indicate that BOSS 
of South Africa, SAVAK of Iran, 
the Rhodesian secret police and 
others are all actively engaged 
in sabotaging opposition and 
hostile publicity to their re- 
spective police state regimes. 
The threatening of expatriate 
students who are politically 
hostile to the continued re- 
pression in their home count- 
ries has been of particular 
concern to the student move- 
ment. 

These activities are of course 
assisted by the British Secret 
Service. The involvement of 
BOSS agents in an attempt to 
discredit Liberal Party suppers 
of the Anti Apartheid Campaign 
was certainly known to British 
security agents. 

Angry protests at these de- 
velopments and others, such as 
the bugging 61 left wing Labour 
MPs' homes, have fallen on deaf 
ears. Mr. Callaghan and Mr. 
Rees seem determined to do 
their best to appease the IMF 
and the international bankers by 
subjugating and silencing the 
grow|ng militancy in the 
working class.

In January 1977, the Social- 
Democrats of ANEQ did thus 
and, true to Lenin's dictum, It 
was bloodless.

Nationale. ' 

Sore as hell, the Maoists 
decided to organize a govern- 
ment in exile which the Right 
Honourable Member for Wa- 
terloo, Larry Hannant Esq., 
feels has a solid political line, 
namely service in defence of 
the basic interests of stu- . 
dents. 

A keen student of Marxist 
dogma who has unquestlon- 
ingly accepted the need for 
contradictions in society, the 
aforesaid member is an exile 
and travelling bard himself. 

Contradicting himself, he 
went on to condemn the 
McGill Dally for believing in 
the superiority of anglophones 
over, francophones while si- 
multaneously supporting the 
PQ Government, a government 
notorious for its high number 
of francophones. 

Amongst other charges lev- 
elled by this dialectical savant 
are that, contrary to popular

On the other hand casual 
observers In the foyer of the 
University Centre, at lunch- 
time are treated to a Dic- 
turesque scene of happy mer- 
chants in a Turkish market 
each endeavouring to sell their 
wares. Aside from saving seals 
or buying a lottery ticket, visi- 
tors also have tne opportunity 
to turn to the romance of God 
or the science of history. 

Dismissing God as dead, we 
turn to the science of history. 
On any given day, a lively 



inter-change of political dis- 
cussion takes place between 
some sects proclaiming that 
Teng Hsiao-ping was an unre- 
pentant capitalist roader and 
others which ring true with the 
message that all can |oln in the 
struggle of class against 
class. 

Now many unfair charges 
have been wrought upon such 
sects by, "chauffeurs of. 
chauvinism and seneschals of 
superfluity" who do not have 
the slightest interest in social 
progress or the creation of 
heaven on earth. Such cynics 
declaim that these people are 
"marginal" or that they live in 
TMR. Pshaw, pshaw say we. 

A lot of good work has been 
done by these missionaries. 
Although somewhat cllché- 
ridden, their tracts and tab- 
loids offer a wide assortment 
of inadequate studies of well- 
known trivia. Ranging from 
"letters" "spontaneously" 
written by "oppressed" 
"workers" to politicized songs 
sung to the tunes of old 
favourites, an Interesting vari- 
ety of reading material is sel f- 
lessly supplied. 

Of slightly humbler cast, of 
course, is the McGill Dally 
which is deprived the freedom 
of these journals because of 
its traditional acceptance of 
the need to investigate 'and 
report facts. Alas, the People's 
Republic of China Is far away 
yet all its converts are here. As 
they take their places along 
with the Christians, Krishna or 
Citizens on Cycles, one then 
understands what is meant by 
Western Democracy.

The McGill Students' Soci- 
ety Is only now recovering from 
the worst financial crisis of its 
history. Reasons that led to 
the Society's trusteeship in- 
clude mismanagement, stu- 
dent apathy and outright 
corruption. However, the cen- 
tral cause of the Students' 
Society disaster can be attri- 
buted to one universally rec- 
ognized economic reality — 
inflation. 

The present $24 fee has been 
In effect since 1964. Taking 
into consideration raging In- 
flation, trfb theoretical, in- 
dexed fee would be in 1977, at 
least $50. Clearly a hike is 
necessary and' inevitable. 

Next year's elected Stu- 
dents' Society will inherit an 
organization that will have in- 
curred projections. This situa-

tion is obviously untenable. At 
present, ' Senate is the only 
body capable of restoring 
sound finances to the Society 
by legislating a student activity 
fee Increase. The new SS 
executive would have to hold a 
referendum to approve a fee 
increase which would signify 
waiting until September 1978 
for relief. The Senate has the 
responsibility of ensuring that 
mounting costs do not cause 
another crisis. We strongly 
recommend that the Senate 
approve a student activity fee 
increase immediately. 

The alternative would mean 
handing students back an 
organization that is in worse 
financial straits than when 
trusteeship was originally im- 
posed.

the school system that was 
created for and by left brain 
hemisphere peopje. Misfits, or 
as McLuhan said, "Mystics are 
right hemisphere people 
plunged Into a left hemisphere 
society." 

. McLuhan added that the 
western trend towards eastern 
philosophy was matched by an 
eastern trend towards more 
rational and linear thinking. 
This eastern trend he attributed 
to the imposition of the western 
alphabet, Ideals, technology 



and imperialism on eastern and 
third world countries. 

The contemporary school 
system is devoted to developing 
the left hemisphere of the brain, 
reflected McLuhan and added 
that it teaches the gifted 
right-hemispheric child the 
"correct" culturally dominated 
left hemisphere line of thought. 

The symposium covered such, 
themes as "Intimations of 
Immortality", "Psychic exper- 
ience and the history of reli- 
gion" ending up last night with a 
PSA Demonstration under the 
direction of Marilyn Zwalg 
Rossner.

A Ministerot the Crown who refuses to speak 



To the Daily: 

The McGill Political Science 
Student Association, repre- 
senting students of varied 
backgrounds and ideologies, 
has as one of its objectives the 
examination and discussion of 
current issues and problems. 
Recently, we had arranged a 
panel discussion the subject of 
which was to be: a) what form, 
the proposed referendum on 
Quebec independence should 
take and b) the manner In which 
Quebec should conduct itself in 
future federal-provincial con- 
ferences. To be included on the 
panel were Claude Morin, 
Claude Forget, Claude Ryan 
and Professor Daniel Latouche 
of McGill. We received confirm- 
ations from all for February 15th 
1977. 

Unfortunately, we were later 
informed that Mister Morin 
would be unavailable on the fif- 
teenth. Subsequently, we re- 
peated our invitation and asked 
the Minister to pick his own 
date. We were then informed by 
Mister Morin's personal secre- 
tary that the Parti Québécois 
had adopted a policy restricting 
cabinet members from partici- 
pating in public debate. 

Although we realize that it is 
not uncommon for a govern-

ment to refuse to involve itself 
in a" public debate, in this 
instance we feel that the present 
government has demonstrated 
poor judgement in turning down 
this offer; even more so given 
the crucial importance of the 
issues and the Parti Québécois' 
repeated pledge to precisely 
delineate its policies in a frank 
and open dialogue (From René 
Levesque in press conferences 
on November 1976 and 21st 
February 1977). 

We question the sincerity of 
the Parti Québécois' claim to be 
interested in truly informative 
discussions; one that focuses 
upon not one, but a* number of 
varying and perhaps conflicting 
viewpoints. Rather, they would 
appear to pursue a forum of dis-" 
cussion that allows for the 
presentation of only one narrow 
perspective — their own. It 
would appear that they are more 
interested in engaging in gener- 
al demagoguery before the 
god-like reverence they receive 
at the University of Montreal.

Brain DePalma's latest movie, 
Carrie, is one of the scariest, most 
thrilling movies I've seen in a long 
time.

John Schlessinger's "Midnight Cowboy- 
is probably the most important film to be 
released in 1969. Its realism, symbolism, 
story line, and them epitomize the direction 
in which film making is going today. 

The movie is about a dumb Texan, Joe 
Buck (Jon Voigt) who decides to head east 
to New York to become a stud. This reverse 
frontier idea, the reconquering of America, 
the return to the roots (east) is a recurring 
theme used in films today (e.g. Easy Rider). 
Here heterosexual, naive, uncorrupted Joe 
meets Enrico Rizzo, known as Ratso, a har- 
dened New York cripple, played very be- 
lievably by Dustin Hoffman. 

Apart from one or two successes, Joe fails 
as a male prostitute, and he is forced to pick 
up homosexuals to survive. This also fails 
and because Ratso is quickly dying, Joe is 
motivated into robbing an aging homosexual, 
and the two head south, where the story ends 
A'ith Ratso's death. 

The first aspect which is so well done is the

realism of the picture. At the time however, 
it is so overly realistic that it enters the realm 
of the physically disgusting, rather than just 
being psychologically stimulating. 

However, apart from one or two tasteless 
jaunts, the revelations are shockingly true. 

The themes in the story are both symboli- 
cal and revealing. The explosion of the myth 
of the heterosexual west, and exposition 
that the west is not the wildest part of Ameri- 
ca is very revealing. The main theme, being 
close to Steinbeck's Of Mice and Men is very 
stimulating and is handled with style. 

The film techniques are extremely varied 
and very professionally done. At times the 
acting is superb. The humour and ironies of 
the movie are skilfully handled. The movie's 
mood reminds one, in certain instances, of 
a Salinger movel. 

The impact of the film is amazing. Due 
to the varied types of characters, identifi- 
cation is relatively easy and this is why the 
movie is so mentally revealing.
